_ While the Commissioners thus offer to the pub- 
lic the terms of subscription for the stock of the 
Farmington Caual Company—they are happy 
that they can congratulate its friends, on the fair 
prospect of being able soon to organize the com- 
pany ; and that a more thorough examination, 
and survey of the route, and estimate of the ex- 


pence will be made this season. 


This Canal has been the subject of contempla- 
tion with many for years; and in proportion as 
the subjeet has been dicussed and understood, so 
have the interest and anxious wishes of the pub- 
lic been excited. 

The route of the proposed Canal has been view- 
by one of the first Engineers of our Country. 
On his favourable report the Legislature of Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts, have each passed an 
act to incorporate a Company, to effect the ob- 
ject in their respective States.

We have now Engineers equal to those of any 
country for this object ; experienced workmen, 
who can construct catials, as well, and cheaper 
than they are made in any country on tarth— 
and no section of our country, excepting the Erie 
Canal, it is confidently believed, affurds so many 
facilities and so flattering prospects, as the route 
now contemplated.

They know they ad- 
dress an intelligent people, who have turned their 
attention to this subject—have heard of the ex- 
tensive use of canals in other countries, and ma- 
ny of them have seen their wouderful progres in 
this.
